1 food. The fare is varied from time to 
i time. The neat looking man gave mo 
the card of his establishment yesterday. 
It is a lunchroom and bakery. The or- 
dinary meats, soups, vegetables and des- 
serts that business people usually take 
in the middle of the day are on the bill 
of fare. Besides sending out the clean 
and appetizing lunches daily the pro- 
prietor of the place conducts the eating 
honse and bakery. 

The name of the proprietor printed on 
the card was, I was delighted to see, a 
woman's. A shrewd, hustling woman 
originated the idea and curries on the 
business. Undoubtedly lunches taken 
aroaud among bnsinom offices every day 
will be a go, perhaps not at first, bnt in 
timu. The fiendish Inoch counters and 
noonday feeding places where refined 
business men and women must mix 
with people to whom in same cases pigs 
oonld read a lesson in manners will very 
quickly get tho go-by when a neat, (es- 
thetic, dainty luncheon can be brought 
to them at their own desks. At the res- 
taurants, which aro all the ordinary 
working man or woman can afford to 
patronize, there Are awful mysteries be- 
hind the scenes that nobody who ever 
hopes to enjoy food agaiu dare pene- 
trate Slovenly service, not ovuruleau 
or overpolite waiters and unutterable 
oookery are what business people put up 
with becanse they can do no better. 
Now in nearly every city in the Union 
an enterprising, economical woman, 
who was a skilled cook, oonld inaugu- 
rate snch a system as the proprietor of 
the restaurant I speak of has done. A 
neat, cheap, appetizing lunch brought 
to them in the middle of the day would 
be a boon to business men and women 
everywhere. W by cannot women go into 
the business of supplying it? This would 
pay better than being a stenographer or 
giving music lessons or writing for 
newspapers. 

More women would make fortunes if 
they would go into business for them- 
selves, instead of huugiug back and* 
waiting for somebody else to employ 
them. 

How many wives are aware that they 
do not even own tho clothes upon their 
backs in any exoept two or throe states 
of this Union? A lady in Connecticut 
bought some new dresses lately. She 
liked them very much, but when her 
lord and master came home he inspected 
the gowns and decided that they were 
not right They wore too gay for his 
wife, he said, which was undoubtedly 
true, for the wife of a man like that 
ought to wear sackcloth and ashes and 
nothing j>lsc But this wife persisted in 
her desire to wear the gowns, although 
her master said they were too gay.
